On one occasion Jesus said, in re- 
ply to a question aaked by Hla dls- 
ejples, "This kind goeth not out Lut 
by prayer and fasting." I have 
noticed that In many cases where 
things are hard that there Is a lack 
of wrestling prayer. In some cases 
many of our comrades go to meetings 
without even a season of private pray- 
er on behalf of the services. Is it 
any wonder that little Is being accom- 
plished and that the meetings are 
dead? The 'fault Is not so much In the 
place as It la In the individuals re- 
sponsible. 

In one of these plates where tilings 
at present are ha^d, I was told bj- an 
old comrade who took an active part 
in the light In days gone by, that the 
Ortlcer in charge had asked a imniber 
01 others to join with him in prayer 
and tasting during a Sunday after- 
noon, and in connection with the 
evening's Salvation service. There 
was a great break, and about thirty 
souls came to the penltent-torm. One 
man who had gone home from Church, 
refusing to come to The Army, was 
so taken hold of by the Holy Spiril 
that he got out of bed, dressed, canio 
to the meeting, and wont .sL'-aight to 
The Army penitent-form. He a'tter- 
wards became a power for good in The 
Army. Things in that place began to 
move In the right direction, 

Jesus said "When the Son of Man 
coraeth, shall he lind faith on the 
earth?" We can go through our meet- 
ings In a mechauJenl way, with very 
little faith, and not much will be ac- 
complished. The great need to-day 
is real prayer and faith th^il takes 
hold and believes in spite of circum- 
stances. We read In the eleventh 
chapter of Hebrews, "He is the re- 
warder of them that diligently seek 
Htm." 

I believe that one of the secrets of 
victory and success Is concentratlou 
in our praying. We should take cer- 
tain Individuals upon our hearts mak- 
ing theni a special subject of prayer, 
and also getting other.'! to join with 
us In p'raying for theui. Then When 
the break does come, let u3 praise 
God for the victory. There is lack of 
appreciation, I believe, in many cases, 
and that grieves the Holy Spirit and 
discourages ttose who do come for- 
ward. It there is rejoicing In the pre- 
sence of the angels over one sinner 
that repenteth, should not we rejoice 
and praise God when they come to the 
Saviour? Supposing they have come 
many times in the past — we inuKt 
have faith and hope and charity. 



THE WAR CRY

rHEN the great poe*- Longfel- 
low was well advanced in 
years, and his hair was as 
white as snow, an ardent admirer ask- 
ed him one day ho-. It was that ho 
was able to keep so vigorous and 
write so beautifully. Longfellow, 
pointing to a blossoming apple tree, 
near by, replied; "That apple tree 
is vorv old, but I never saw prettier 
blossoms upon it than those which 
it now bears. The tree grows a little 
new wood e\'ery year, and I suppose 
it is out ot th:it new wood that those 
blossoms come. Like the apple tree 
I try to grow a little new wood each 
year." 

None of us can stop the flight ot 
time, nor can we head off the "one 
great event t!i:it happeneth to all"; 
we tan keep on "growing new wood," 
and in that way produce beautiful 
blossoms and fruit right to the end, 
I am convinced that this is desired 
ot us by our Heavenly Father, the 
Great Husbandman. 

God's injunction, by His servant, 
the great apostle Peter, in closing 
the third chapter of his second epistle, 
was to "gruw in grace, and In know- 
ledge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ." Those ot us who are inter- 
ested in plant life look for, and are 
pleased witli, evident growth and pro- 
gress, God is interested In man. He 
looks for, and is pleased with, our 
growth in grace. How It must grieve 
I-Iim to find none in some cases. 

We read of our Master, as a hoy, 
tliat He Increased in wisdom and 
stature, and in favor with God and 
man. It Is desirable to see one in- 
crease in knowledge and wisdom, as 
well as pliysically, but the greatest 
and liigboat aclilevement is not gain- 
ing these or the favor of man, but 
meriting and finding the blessed favor 
of God. 

The First Rung 

Peter said that by the greul and 
precious promises given to us we 
might be partakers of the divine 
nature. That would come as the re- 
sult of faith. Palth Is the first rung 
of the Christian ladder. "He that 
cometh to God must believe that He 
is, and that He is a rewarder ot them 
that diligently seek Him." 
'Paith without works is dead." 
The apostle's exhortation Is to add 
to our faith virtue, or courage. Faith 
coupled with courage compels action. 
We win Und courage to be a neces- 
sary grace In order to do the whole 



will of God. To virtue we are to add 
knowledge. This is necessary, other' 
wise, like the Btumbling Jews of old, 
one may have a zeal, not according 
to knowledge." Fanaticism Is the re- 
sult of such courage or zeal. Know- 
ledge, therefore, is essential to 
healthy Christian growth. To know- 
ledge, temperance or self-control Is 
to be added. To know to do good 
and do It not is sin. Patience natural- 
ly follows temperance. It is well- 
nigh impossible tor an Intemperate 
man to be patient. 

Now, we are to add to these, godll. 
ness, God-likenesg, or holiness. Hav- 
ing become godly, It would be natural 
to show kindness to the brethren. 
To brotherly kiudueas, charity, or 
loVR for all. Is to be added. This 
Is tbe crowning grace and the highest 
rung m the Christian ladder. The 
arrangement In this enumeration of 
graces Is by no means accidental or 
haphazard, but logical 

A Blessed Result 

Tlio result ol t'uitivatlng these 
oight graces may be found In the 
eighth verse Of the first chapter of 
Peter's second epistle; "For If these 
things be in you and abound, they 
make you that ye shall neither be 
barren nor unfruitful in the know- 
ledge of our Lord Jesus Christ." On 
the other hand, it we lact these 
graces let us read verse nine; "But 
he that lacketh these things Is blind, 
and cannot see afar off, and hath for- 
gotten that he was purged from his 
old .sins." 

Those who grow or progress by 
adding grace to grace are promised 
in ver.se ten: "If ye do these things 
ye ahull never fall." Then shall we 
liear the blesaed "Well done." 

At an exhibition of art It was di.s- 
covered that a masterpiece hy a 
famous artist was quite unnoticed.

SALVATION ARMY SOUP 

Already (during the first nine 
days) over six thousand meals have 
been served to himgry men— repre- 
senting Melbourne's army of unem- 
ployed — at the Soup Kitchen in Ben- 
nett Lone, optned by the Men's Social 
Department of The- Salvation Army. 

The majority of the men who have 
been ser-.'ed, says Field-Major Han- 
sen, the Officer in charge, are home- 
lesa as welt as hung^-y. They are not 
the type of men usually found in the 
hunger queue; for many of them this 



is the first time they have been in 
such straits. 

The highest nunober of men enter- 
tained at one meal has been 430. And 
the fervent expressions of "Thank.";, 
Captain, for the good soup," were 
einpiiasiiied by the fact that, when all 
was over and the scraps from tea, 
cocoa, bread, and soup were collected 
from the 430 dishes there was not 
sufficient to fill an ordinary sized 
bucket. 

One afternoon, when the Kitchen 
was closed, a man, accompanied by 
his boy of twelve years, both shock- 
ingly clad, called and said they had 
neither of them had anything to eat 
for two days. Though all the soup 
liad gene, Major Hansen provided a 
nourishing meal for them both, which 
they ate ravenously. They were fitted 
with decent clothes, and left the

This city Soup Kitchen is scrupu- 
lously clean, and the soup made in if 
each day constitutes a meal in itself, 
because of the abundance of good 
things it contains. Experts from 
time to tiiiie have tasted it and pro- 
nounced it excellent. In addition to 
the bowl of soup the men are given 
a mug of tea or cocoa, and a thick 
slice of bread and jam.

PRISON WORKER'S DIARY 

A Recent Week's Entries 

The following is a little Inalglit Into 
tbe various demands matie on a Sal- 
vation Army Prison Officer: — 

Saturday — Interviews with prlEon- 
ers in Bordeaux Jail regarding their 
families. Accompanied Canada East 
Men's Social Secretnry and Montreal 
Superintendent to specinl service wtlh 
prisoners. After some excellent ad- 
vice and earnest exhortations given 
hy these veterans, saw a number of 
men raise their bands signifying a 
desire for ptayerH on tbeir behalf. 
Distributed "War Crys," and con- 
ferred with Governor and Jnll otflclaTs 
regarding welfare of men. Attended 
two Open-nirs, attended to phone rails 
at home regarding cases. 

Sunday — At 6 a.m., prepared [or 
trip of thirty-tour miles, takirs in 
St. Vintont de Paul Penitentiary with 
above vlsltqrs, (or a service with 
long-term prisoners; many of them 
lifers. Interviewed Chaplain iind 
officials re men and their families. 
Service at 8.30 a.m. Following ser- 
vice met ten prisoners who were 
particularly impressed and seven oE 
whom decided there and then to live 
a new life. At 10.30 with visitors 
at the Industrial Corps, Montreal, fo.r 
special meeting wKh officers, em- 
ployees and others. At Young Peoples' 
service at 2.30, and with Songsters in 
program of vocal music at Verdun 
Pavilion at 3 o'clock. An Opcn-aij- 
service at 6 30, and followlnB this a 
service at the Industrial. 

Monday — Interviewed seven men at 
Court and applied to .TudRe for sus- 
pended sentence tor tiirce of Ihem, 
two were released. Advised wife in 
a non-support case. Wrote young 
man regardlnE obllgalions In Western 
Canada. Correspondence regarding 
eases in U, S, A., Vancouver, Eng- 
land and Switzerland. Meeting re- 
garding annual outing tor mothers 
and families. 

Tuesday— Interviewed cipht prison- 
ers In cells. Recommended two he 
given suspended sentence. Several 
phone calls i-e cases. Case for hos- 
pital. Letters to other Social workers. 
Conducted Songster practice. 

■Wednesday— Interviewed families 
of prisoners and received cases from 
New York and other points. At- 
tempted suicide cases dealt with. 
Parole cases taken up with Ottawa, 
and Minister of Justice gave promise 
of favorable eonslderation, Tlckct- 
ot-leave man reported at office. 

Thursday — Recommended to Judge 
that five young men, stranded sailors 
and other first offenders, be given a 
chanee, four were released. Non- 
support ease; man deserted wife, 
'found in New Brunswick and brought 
up in court here. 

Friday — Manslaughter case from 
St. Vincent de Paul Penitentiary 
dealt with. Visit to morgue to identi- 
fy bodies. Visited family of ex- 
prlfloner. Inquired re prisoner in 
death cell.

a ROM MAJOR GILLAM and other 
Offieors ill the Northern Region 
who have been "out off touch" for 
two or three weeks, Llcut.-Commia- 
sioner HTcKenzie, the Territorial 
Comniandoi' for China (North), has 
received the following despatch. The 
Major says: 

"We wonder how things are going 
with you all down in Peking; we are 
having snine lively times up this way. 
It is qnilo some time since we re- 
ceived any mall matter on account of 
the military retreat. They are now 
sending letters through by hand. On 
a recent Monday evening we heard 
that some hundreds of armed bandits - 
wei'o coining to town seeing the sol- 
diers had gone. You should have seen 
the people scatter; and how quickly 
the shops were closed, and the stalls 
taken away. It was early in the even- 
ing and someone passed word to the 
(heatre which was crowded. There 
was soon quite a rush to get home. 

"Amid llio excitement many of the 
women had their . jewelry taken by 
local thieves. From the roof we 
watched the people liurrying hither 
and thither. On the two following 
d.nys we Kriw ninliy tralna going 
through I he place loaded with soldiers 
and their possessions. Three days 
later some thousands of troops came 
across country and were here all day 
and the town was full of soldiers. 

"Now' it is deserted again; not a shop 
is open and the people are wondering 
what is going to happen nest. The 
-soldiers have taken all the railway 
stock with Ibem. This week we are 
getting but few people to our meet- 
ings. Last night, however, we had 
many of the soldiers present and one 
was a comrade from Kuei Hua Corps."

Some Revelations of Ciirrent Interest 



PLAIN and unmistakable in 
their meaning ind intention as 
are many of The Army's most 
well-known Regulations, to say noth- 
ing of its customs, their deep signi- 
ficance in some cases, perhaps, is 
not apparent because those whom 
they most directly concern do not 
appreciate the reason for which 
tliey were laid down or introduced 
as the case may be. 

This short series of articles may 
throw some light upon some of 
those features of Army life and 
activity which, more or less pecu- 
liar to us as an organization, are 
the iU'bject of tliought and remark 
at the present time. 

Recognition 

1, There are those, for example, 
even In our own raoks, who ima- 
gine that the Army Salute is a mere 
means of paying flattering compli- 
ment to individuals. Such an idea 
is based upon an entire misconcep- 
tion. The ordinary Salvation Army 
salute, which consists in raising the 
right hand above the shoulder, with 
tlie index finger pointing upwards, 
means that those saluting recog- 
nize and greet each other as fellow- 
citizens of, and travellers to, the 
Heavenly Country, pledged to do 
everything possible to get others to 
Heaven also, Tbe Salute, as the 
General explains in "The Army's 
Regulations," is in many circum- 
stances d far easier, readier, and 
more effective greeting than the 
ordinary handshake. It occupies 
less time and causes less confusion. 

What, as a mode of greeting, 
could be simpler, and, at the same 
(ime, better calculated to provoke 
encouragement in our jioly war- 
fare? 

The Uniform 

2. "Ah ! I've got Jesus in my 
heart, and it doesn't matter what I 
wear." — Thus excused himself a 
comrade who, havitig discarded his 
uniform, was taken to task by a 
fellow-Soldier for what he regarded 
as an evidence of "slacking." 

Yet a moment's thought will 
serve to show that the great purpose 
of Army uniform Is confession of 
Christ. It marlis out its wearer as 
separate from the world, and as be- 
longing to the people of God. 

Many useful purposes which uni- 
form serves might be cited. 

Think of the freedom from temp- 
tation to join in worldly amuse- 
ments which its wearer enjoys. 

What an introduction it at once 
is in paving the way for proclaim- 
ing Salvation, or explaining The 
Army's work when travelling in 
train or bus. 

The very sight indeed of the uni- 
form, without so mtich as a single 
spoken word, is certain to remind 
people about God and His claims 
upon them and their affection. 



3. "Why should we make al! this 
fuss about the penitent-form? 
Surely people can get saved with- 
out going there!" 

Hold hard! Speaking for my- 
self, I'm sure I couldn't. 

Anyway, the Founder, from the 
very start of The Army's work, at- 
tached great importance to its use 
in getting people to decide for God. 

The act of coming there, the 
General tells us, "expresses decision, 
confession, seeking. It is advan- 
tageous to the seeker in that it 
tests his sincerity, tends to bring 
him to that humble and submissive 
condition of soul in which God can 
deal with him, and assists him in 
breaking loose from worldly as- 
sociations." 

"Keep the penitent-form going!" 
is a charg'e which the General is 
constantly delivering, and certainly 
the extent to which that charge is 
consistently acted upon largely 
governs the effectiveness or other- 
wise of our efforts the world over. 

Teotiinoiiy 

4. In its recognition of the value 
of testimony The Army probably 
stands alone amongst the religious 
organizations of the present day. 

The "Orders and Regulations for 
Officers" classify testimony as one 
of "the chief features of public 
Meetings," and that whether the 
gathering is for the purpose of ex- 
plaining Salvation or Holiness. 

In laying down the lines upon 
which a Holiness Meeting should 
be conducted, they say both plainly 
and in.'iistently that at a certain 
point the Officer should make a 
call for personal testimonies. 

Few things could be more op- 
posed in practice to The Army's 
principles than that of ail the 
speaking being done by the Offi- 
cer who is lea^ding the Meeting. 
The whole teaching of The Army's 
Leaders from its earliest days has 
been against what is commonly 
spoken of as "a one-man ministry" 
— a system which can accomplish 
nothing in making and training 
Soldiers to take the part they 
should in attacking sin and half- 
heartedness. 

Finances 

5. "Hang the money! What a 
nuisance the begging is. and what 
a lot of time and labor the Self- 
Denial Effort consumes!" How of- 
ten we hear such expressions as 
these. 

But it has always been an Army 
principle that the War in every 
locality shall be self-supporting. 
This being so, the Regulations en- 
ioin the Soldiers to take a lively in- 
terest in the financial affairs of 
their Corps and Division, to assist 
weak and struggling Corps, and to 
help The Army generally. None of 
us need be ashamed of having to 



beg money to sustain the War, the 
object of which is to glorify Jesus 
and save the souls of men. Rather 
indeed should Corps seek to distin- 
guish themselves in lawful and god- 
ly rivalry as to which shall do most 
for the support and extension of 
the great work The Army has in 
hand. 

The Genera! desires "that the 
whole Army may become more and 
more distinguished amongst the 
followers of Christ for the amount 
given in proportion to its means," 

Such a desire surely is abundant- 
ly warranted by Solomon's words 
which still hold good: "There is 
that scattereth, and yet increaseth ; 
and there is that withholdeth more 
than is meet, but it tendeth to 
poverty"; and by the Saviour's own 
injunction, "Freely ye have receiv- 
ed, freely give." 

Salvage 

6. "Why don't we get on with the 
soul-saving without bothering 
about the Social?" is an inquiry not 
infrequently heard— if not in those 
actual words. 

As though The Army as such 
could exist without its various 
Social enterprises! Read again 
what the General says, and why it 
is so ; 

"The Army has, from the onset, 
carried on Social Work because, in 
the case of many belonging to the 
classes among which it specially 
labors, certain temporal assistance 
is essential to the success of spirit- 
ual effort on their behalf. All the 
assistance — whether temporal or 
otherwise — which The Army ren- 
ders has in view the bringing about, 
hy Divine power, of such a change 
as shall permanently raise the 
wretched and depraved out of their 
degradation and misery." 

Surely this means that, conducted 
on proper lines, the Social Work- 
is just as definitely "soul-saving" 
work as is the work of the Cori)s.

BETTER DAYS FOR CHINA 

TUB present Government ot China 
has in It an unusual number ot 
Christian men and many believe 
that this is a hopeful sign that the 
country has turned the corner and its 
future may bo brighter.

Civil Administrations are Instructed 
to devise ways to assist the people 
in carrying out the above plan; it 
this is faithfully done then assured- 
ly there are bettor days ahead tor this 
country. 

THE USEFUL WORM 

THE importance ot the humble 
earthworm to manltind Is little 
veaiiKcd, Without their aid, 
however, the whole human race 
might perish. 

The great service of earthworms 
is thnt tliey till the soil, much as 
farmers do, hut with greater indus- 
try and more eonipleteness, for there 
are many more of them. 

There are four impoi-tant things 
that earth ivorma do to the soil. One 
iB to bring much ot the soil up' to the 
surface by eating it and then crawling 
up with the soil inside the earth- 
worm's body. Another is by desirable 
chemical changea which happen to 
the grains of soil while they are In- 
side the worm's digeKtivo syBtem. The 
third is by the action ot tlie holes 
that (he worm leaves in the soli, 
which allow tho rainwater and air to 
seep down into the lower levels. Tho 
fourth is the hiibit of some kinds of 
eathworms ot hauling dead leaves and 
other vegetable debris down Into their 
hole-llKo burrows, where this vege- 
table matter decays and enriches the 
soil. 

The amount ot soil wlilcli the worm 
population ot a field puts through this 
pVocesB in a year is astonishingly 
eroHt. It will run into many tons- 
Althoiigh thoy pass bo much ot their 



lives away from the open air, earth- 
worms are air-breathera. ThlB is 
why they are drowned out by floods; 
with dlsastrouB consequences both 
to the worm population and to agri- 
culture. 

ON THE OCEAN FLOOR 

^|^|OTHING illustrates bettor the 
Fwterriflc energy which Is inherent 
*■ ^ In life than the way in which, a.<3 
a result of the Increasing competition 
for food and shelter, it has invaded 
all possible reglonB," writes "Zoolog- 
ist," in "T. P.'s and Cassell's Week- 
ly." There ie lite at the Poles and 
in the hot springs of New Zealand, 
on the tops of the mountains and at 
the bottom at dark caverns, high in 
the air, and, perhaps most amazing 
ot all, In the greatest depths of tho 
ocean. 

"It la hard for us to Imagine what 
conditions must be like beneath these 
miles ot water. There must clearly 
be the most perfect stillness — none 
nf the myriad Httle sounds which are 
heard on land on the stillest ot days 
—and utter darkness. The water is 
ice-cold, and there ia a terrific pressure 
which increases with the depth, each 
thousand fathoms representing a pres- 
sure of about one ton to the square 
inch. The bottom consists of a soft, 
oozy mJd formed ot volcanic dust 
which has fallen on to the water 
above, and by the skeletons ot the 
countless microscopic animals and 
plants which live near the surface and 
whose dead bodies rain down in an 
unceasing shower on the bottom far 
beneath; in the greatest depths ot all 
these arc dissolved owing to the tre- 
mendous pressure, and only the red 
volcanic mud is found on the watery 
world." 

From this description we may gain 
a clearer view of God's promise to 
cast all our sins into the depths ot 
the sea, never to be remembered 
against us any more. 

WHY PEOPLE CIRCLE 
WHEN LOST 

'HY do people go in circles? 
The traditional explanation Is 
that a person turns to the 
right or left because one leg is strong- 
er or larger than the other so that 
leg takes a slightly longer step. 

According to some experiments 
made recently, however, this Is 
found not to be so. A scientist 
blindfolded three hundred people and 
asked them to walk straight across a 
Held. Instead they went wandering 
all over the field in spiral paths, mak- 
ing smaller and smaller circles as 
they continued, corkscrew fashion. 
Pictures of their meandering looks 
like a child's scrawling attempts to 
draw amoke circles out ot a chim- 
ney. 

The conclueion has been reached, 
therefore, that there 1b a steering 
mechanlcism tn men that makes 
them turn In spirals whan it gats 
control o'f a situation. 

Circles made by persons losing 
their way are much larger than the 
esperimental circles with the eyes 
blinflfolded. With the eyes open 
It is possible to walk in straight 
stretches ns tar as one can see clear- 
ly, which may be thirty or sixty feel 
in a snow-storm or fog, or several 
htmdred feet In a forest. Then tho 
lo.«it person pauses, wonders which 
wnv be ought to gn, and sets off 
again. The circles In audi circnm- 
Stances are really Irregular paths in 
which the person walks a .straight 
line for a short distance, then turns 
at nn angle and proceeds on around 
the "circle." The elreles walked hy a 
man lost In the deaert or forest may 
have a circumference ot nttoon or even 
(Itty miles, according to some ac- 
counts. 



WORLD'S LARGEST 

ENCYCLOPEDIA 

CIIIMA is erpriiiting its cneyeio- 
pndia, llio largest in the world. 
A tonnor edilion, in the Rvitlsb 
Museum, occupies nine largo book- 
cases. Is comprised of .SOfl volumes, 
and conslBtB ot SOfl.OOO pnges. It Is 
called "Ku Chin Tu Shu Chi Cheng," 
and was compiled 200 years ago by 
the Emperor, Kang Shi, The editor 
was the seholar Chen-Ming-lel. Its 
in'formation is grouped In six cate- 
gories — Heaven, earth, man, science, 
literature, government. Unlike Occi- 
dental encyclopedias (his Chinese 
work does not cnntnin original arti- 
cles on any subject, but simply group- 
ed extracts from previously existing 
literature . 

Marvelous record of a grand and 
ancient civilisation! Riil. cniiip.ared 
to its contribution to the peace, the 
happiness, the hope of tho world, this 
vast and voluminons worli lades Into 
insignificance beside a single volume 
containing but sixty-six brier books 
by some tnriy. more or leas, obscure 
writers— the Bible. 

In the words ot a Chinese palriot- 
philantbroplBt, Mr. Young Tao, it Is 
the hope of even China, for. us he 
says, "Without the aid nf Chirstian 
ethics it is impossible to rcfovm socie- 
ty or to expel evil from men's hearts 
so as to produce a strong and virtu- 
ous nation." He believes that China 
has reached the supreme crisis in her 
historv, and that if she is tn endure 
and not meet disaster politlcaUy and 
morally she must accept the Bible 
and Its teachings. 
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FOREST FIRES 

w OSS bv forest fires, as the re- 
ports 'of the past few rlays have 
showTi, is one of the most seri- 
ous and persistent problems with 
which the Canadian authorities have 
to deal, It is one, also which seems 
insoluble. , . ^ 

In Northern Manitoba, for instance, 
an area which consists of many thous- 
and square miles of unexplored for- 
cstland, through which is threaded an 
alternation of lakes and rivers like 
jewels on a. string, the Fire Commis- 
sion is particularly active. 

At every portage, where the rapids 
force the traveler to proceed overland 
to the next deep water, and where op- 
portunity is made to cook a meal, flar- 
ing yellow notices, nailed conspicuous- 
ly to the trees, arc printed in Eng- 
lish and Cree Indian. 

So seriously do tlie Commissioners 
regard the loss of wealth from this 
cause that in Xfl23 a seaplane patrol 
was established from the frontier 
"city" of The Pas for the purpose of 
reporting upon and, if opportunity 
arose, the prevention of these fires. 

One of the chief contributory causes 
of forest fires is the dead and fallen 
trees with which the woods are car- 
peted, and which time and the sun 
have transformed, literally, into tinder. 
Given three minutes' start, and ,iparl 
from isolating the buming area by 
felling the trees in a circle around it 
— a method wliich the dearth of popu- 
lation renders impossible — there is no 
possibility of quenching the (ire until 
it has run its course. 

And perhaps of all human desola- 
tion the aftermath of a Canaiiiati for- 
est fire is the most pitiful. Mile after 
endless mile, ns far as the c.vo can 
see, the charred and blackened treC' 
stumps rise stark a.s he.idstones from 
ashes more charred and blackened 
still; ashes in which, barely distin- 
guishable, may be discovered the re- 
mains of the furred and feathered 
life which normally render passage 
through those untrodden regions so 
joyous an adventure.
